Just what companies will be antagon- 
ized by the Union after January Ist, by 
means of separation in agencies, etc , is 
a matter of interest. It is stated that a 
particularly hot fight will be waged 
against the Delaware and Reliance, Ger- 
mania, American of Philadelphia, North- 
western National and Northwestern Un- 
derwriters. It is almost a personal mat- 
ter with the Union to “doup” these six 
companies. The Delaware and Reliance 
will gain in prominence as things resolve 
themselves into a more permanent state. 
There is a particular animus against 


Manager Devin on account of his course | 


in the recent Union and non-Union ne- 
gotiations. At first he was in full sym- 
pathy with the movement, but at the last 
moment backed down on his stand in re- 
gard to the single agency plan. It is 


stated from one source that the home | 


office officials of the Delaware would 
much prefer to be in the Union, withthe 
proposed conditions in view, and they 
may strongly advise Mr. Devin to take 
water on his position. The other four 
companies, or rather three companies 
and an “‘agency,’’ have been eyesores to 
the Union for a long time back, and 
Union companies will take especial sat- 
isfaction in squelching them ‘‘good and 
plenty,’ even at some cost. This with 
particular reference to the Northwestern 
and Germania. Some interest is mani- 
fested as to the position that will be taken 
regarding the Continental.- With the 
Connecticut and others, it practically 
lives up to Union regulations, with the 
single exception in some cases of inau- 
gurating its “contingent commission” 
plan. Foreign companies which chafe 
under the Continental’s ‘American 
through and through anti-foreign policy” 
will probably do what they can to include 
the company in the “black-list.’’

| have already been instructed to prepare 
their agents who also represent the Con- 
tinental for the alternative which will be 
presented January Ist to give up either 
the one or the other. Ordinarily it is 
not believed the Union would authorize 
much in the way of competition with the 
Continental. Outside of the companies 
mentioned it is hardly expected that a 
very bitter warfare will be indulged in.

The Surveyor of New York, ordinarily 
a very intelligently conducted and read- 
able paper, in its last issue criticizes the 
OnIO UNDERWRITER for maintaining 
that the 15 per cent commission plan is 
not as equitable as regards the local 
agent, as the non-union system of graded 
commissions according to the labor 
necessary to secure and care for the dif 
ferent classes of business. The Surveyor 
uses this introduction in reproducing 
our article: 


HERE is a peculiar argument from the 
columns of the OHIO UNDERWRITER, which 
journal is popularly supposed to be published 
in the interests of reliable insurance. 


We are still at a-loss to understand 
what our advocacy of graded commis- 
sions has to do with our being published 
“in the interests of reliable insurance.”’ 


Why should the inclination and tend- 
ency of fire insurance managers con- 
tinually be to cut down the expenses of 
conducting the business? Nowadays, 
about all we hear on the “policy” of the 
companies is in regard to the expense 
features of the business. The non union 
companies talk it; the union companies 
shout it; and judging from the commo- 
tion created, one would think that the 
expense question was of more impor- 
tance than the many others put together. 
And who is to profit by this general cut- 
ting down of expenses? Surely not the 
Even now it is uni- 





versally felt that most of those engaged 
in the business are poorly paid. The 
local agent is certainly not over-paid. 
We know of scores of local agents who 
have devoted years to building up their 
business, and to-day are getting less out 
of it than they could go out and earn 
as clerks and book-keepers. ‘There are 
few local agents who are paid more than 
they are worth. Does the special agent 
get too much? It must be remembered 
that a special agent must first undergo 
years of training in the school of under- 
writing and experience before he is ca 
pable; after he does get his position his 
compensation is little more than that of 
the average traveling man, and we must 
all admit that the gentlemanly specials 
are not to be considered in the 
class with commercial travelers. Then 
it must be the managers—the real flower 
brigade of the underwriters, who occupy 
the top-notcher positiorfs and dictate the 
compensation of their underlings; the 
managers are the boys who are over 
compensated. Let us see if they are: 
The average manager works at least 
twenty years before he becomes such, 
and what is his pay? He is lucky if he 
draws $7,500 a year, and many do not 
get that. Is $7,500 a year too much for 
a man who has worked twenty years to 
get to the point where he earns it, and 
even then must be possessed of rare 
attainments to warrant his promotion to 
so responsible a position as that of man- 
ager? What could such a man achieve 
in any other line of work? We venture 
he could do much better for himself if 
he devoted the same talents to almost 
any other vocation. And yet in all the 
meetings and conventions, all through 
the country, great and growing consid- 
eration is given to the problem of lessen- 
ing the expenses. Again we ask, to 
what purpose? The movement has pro- 
gressed to such an extent that people, 
perhaps a little pessimistic it is true, 
are frequently heard to prophesy seri- 
ously such radical changes as that the 
agency system will finally be done away 
with, that business will be done by the 
companies direct with the assured to 
save the expense of maintaining agen- 
cies, and that some plan will be origi- 
nated whereby the general expenses will 
be merely nominal. The present status 
of the business in England is pointed to 
as an indication of what this country is 
coming to. For several years the aver 
age salaries paid in the various branches 
of the fire business have been lowered 
and cut again. until now they do not have 
any semblance to their former size. 

Last year all the stock fire companies

officers’ salaries and agent’s commissions

dends $5,814,898. Should the interests 


of the vast army of insurance men, four 
times as great as the stockholders’ in- 
terest, be jeopardized and injured that a 
little larger dividend may be paid, but 
| more important, that the public may get 
its insurance for less than its honest and

fair cost to produce? Neither the public 
nor any one else has the right to expect 
its necessaries at anything but a fair 
figure. Individually the big companies 
have a right to do anything which their 
managers may see fit to do in their in- 
terest, providing it is done legally; as 
joint members with their smaller breth- 
ren, of the Western Union and other as- | 
sociations ostensibly for the furtherance | 
of the best interests of the business at | 





large, they have no moral right to take 
steps which will unfairly freeze out the 
smaller companies, by putting the busi- | 
ness on such a basis that they (them- | 
selves) only can live. It is the way the | 
gigantic trusts of the country, like the 

Standard Oil Company and others, have 

been created. The public will not allow 

itself to be long imposed on, and it will | 
not be imposing on the people to charge | 
them enough for their insurance to allow | 
a living commission to the local agent, | 
proper salaries to the special agents and | 
managers, and a fair interest to the capi- 
talist on his investment. These are all 
proper charges and if properly allowed 
for, the insurance business will continue 
to be a legitimate and desirable occupa- 
tion, free tor all comers, small as well as | 
large, instead of degenerating into at | 
least in many ways the semblance of a | 
monopoly. 





The charge, oft made, that corpora- | 
tions oppress the unfortunate, can now 
be refuted. On the 21st inst. a commit- 
tee of special agents, at Columbia, Tenn., 
were endeavoring to secure a stamping 
secretary. The special of a leading com- 
pany strongly recommended a blind man, 
explaining that his agent, who has never | 
been charged with that virtue attributed 
to Caesar's wife, would be glad to read 
the figures to the blind man, who could 
then affix the approved stamp; stipulat- 
ing, however, that ra/sed figures were 
barred.

After the reports of officers and the 
opening routine had been transacted, 
President Moore delivered the opening 
address, which was replete with excellent 
suggestions both as to the management 
of association affairs and also that of the 
individual agencies throughout the coun- 
try. He paid a touching tribute to the 
members of the association who had died 
during the past year, these being C. C. 
Hine, Abram Williams, Seth Eggleston, 
A. P. Cole, A. J. Trumbull, John C. 
Paige, J. C. Meyers, George W. Hall, 
Frank W. Armstrong, and Major George 
F. Roper. Among the prominent points 
in President Moore’spapers which deserve 
special mention were: the appeal to 
members for the use of their influence 
with State Legislatures to pass laws giv- 
ing the companies the right to use the 
co-insurance clauses; the expression of 
opinion in favor of the local agents hav- 
ing more to say in the rate making 
question than they have at present. In 
this connection Mr. Moore made a very 
strong appeal for the local agents that 
they should be placed on a more promi- 
nent footing and be given wider juris- 
diction and discrimination than is the 
practice at present ;.the multiple agency 
system was given a gook hard whack, as 
producing trouble and friction wherever 
it was tried; be also touched up the In- 


| surance Commissioner and showed how 


the business could be hampered and how 
advanced by the character of the man 
that filled this office. President Moore's 
address was well received and loudly 
applauded, as was due it on its merits. 
E. C. Irvin, President of the Fire As- 
sociation of Philadelphia, was then in- 
troduced by President Moore and gave 
the annual address. He wasclearly pro- 
nounced in his views on the various re- 
forms which are needed in the business ; 
he cast a loving glance backward to the 
old underwriting practices of fifty years 
ago, with the expression of a hearty wish 
that many of these might be revived and 
put into practice at the present day; he 
advocated doing away with preterred

UNION’S PROGRESS. 


No Radical Changes Before January 1, 189s. 
Non-Union Companies Divided into 
Classes eof * Doubtful,” **Probable,” 
and “Strongly Anti-Union,” as 
Regards Joining the 
Union. 


The O10 UNDERWRITER has received 
numerous requests from its subscribers 
among the local agents for authentic 
lists of the union and non-union com- 
panies in the western field, as well as for 
its opinion as to which class various 
companies will finally affix themselves. 
As to this latter point it is of course 
largely conjecture, yet we have been 
enabled to secure from various sources 
considerable information, which when 
compiled in connection with all the com- 


It is of course 
understood that changes will occur 
between now and January Ist, when the 
15 per cent commission and other regu- 
lations will be enforced, and many com- 
panies are as yet undecided as to what 
course they will follow. It may be said, 
however, that practically all of the more 
important companies have made quite 
evident their intentions, which will con- 
tinue the same, unless the situation 
radically changes; of which it is believed 
there is no immediate probability. 
There is no doubt that the present pro- 
jects of the Union companies include 
war to the knife on the outsiders, the 
main points of which will be separation 
in agencies and holding the business at 
all hazards. This will even be followed 
out to the extent of taking up non-union 
policies and re writing at any rate neces- 
sary to get the risk, where the fight will 
wage unusually strong. It is felt that 
Ohio will be made one of the important 
battle-fields, as usual; largely because 
the non-utiion element will be particu- 
larly powerful. Besides all the large out- 
side non-union companies, the state com- 
panies with two or possibly three excep- 
tions, including the seven strongly-in- 
trenched state mutuals, will doubtless be 
in the non union tanks. It is possible 
and even probable that competition will 
not be declared against the state com- 
panies, in which case Ohio would be on 
the same footing as other states. Of 
course there will hardly be any general 
declaration of war on the part of the 
Union companies; the wise ones say the 
fight will be taken up quietly but sys- 
tematically and each agency dealt with 
individually. The one thing the Union 
companies will not abide will be excess 
commissions in their own agencies. Non- 
union companies paying only 15 per cent 
and living up to local board practices 
clearly, may not be molested at all.

It was stated definitely yesterday in a 
well-informed quarter that the Connecti- 
cut will not join the Union.

SEEN FROM CHICAGO. 


Perhaps by the time this correspond- 
ence is in type, the governing committee 
will have decided just what reduction it 
will make as to rates on preferred busi 
ness in all Union territory. Ever since 
the Saratoga meeting, this subject has 
been a matter of discussion before the 


committee. A sub-committee recom- 


mended a 20 per cent shave on all exist- 
ing rates on preferred business, 7. ¢., 
dwellings, churches, school houses, pub- 
lic buildings and small stores with a 
dwelling. occupancy overhead. This, 
however, did not apply to “excepted 
When the sub-committee’s re- 
port was submitted last Friday, it was 
pretty thoroughly discussed and recom- 
mitted, as additional statistical informa- 
tion had been received which went to 
prove that the reduction recommended 
was too sharp. Some desired a 20 per 
cent reduction on the basis rate on the 
various classes of preferred business 
rather than on the existing rate. Others 
advocated a 10 or 15 per cent shave on 
the prevailing rate. Certain it is that 
rates will be put at a figure where non- 
union companies cannot afford to pay 
over 15 per cent commission. The cut 
recommended would certainly leave but 
a very small margin for profit in case of 
even a normal lossratio. There are two 
conditions insurance companies cannot 
stand, adversity and prosperity. For the 
last two years even in the face of'a 
general and severe financial depression, 
companies have been filling their coffers. 
The profit was abnormal and the con- 
dition unnatural considering the state of 
other branches of business. This has 
entered as a vital factor in demoralizing 
the companies. Certain it is, that if 
existing conditions continue, companies 
could well afford to make a 20 or even a 
25 per cent cut and then make good 
money. An average loss ratio sooner or 
later must follow and then the wisdom of 
this move can be seen. As was shown 
in this correspondence a few weeks ago, 
the average rate for each company has 
been radically reduced during the last 
two years. Several severe losses are 
needed at this juncture to bring com- 
panies to their proper level. 

There will be a general revision of 
rates on all classes of business in the 
West, some to be increased, others de 
creased. The statistical committee con- 
sisting of A. F. Dean of the Springfield, 
Secretary Richards of the National of 
Hartford and Geo. W. Law of the Royal 
have been working diligently to obtain 
the combined experience of companies 
as to the various classes of business. 
This will be a guide in the revision of 
rates, as it will show on what classes the 
companies have been making an ab- 
normal profit and those which have been 
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unprofitable. Rates can therefore be ad- 
justed and put on an equitable basis. 
This compilation is certainly most valu- 
able, something that has not been done 
before, and furnishes the only real in- 
formation as a safe guide to rate mak- 
ing. Naturally enough, a_ separate 
schedule will have to be made for the 
large cities where conditions are widely 
different from those in smaller cities and 
towns. Rates will be restored in north- 
ern Illinois and southern Wisconsin and 
the reduction be made from the old 
tariff. When all rates have been revised, 
it will force outside companies to rear- 
range their commission contracts as they 
can’t afford to pay the present figure. 
President Harbeck of the Union has 
re-appointed all the old members of the 
governing committee and as already 
announced M. O. Brown of the West- 
chester and R. J. Smith of the Traders 
will be the additional members now the 
number has been increased. The per- 
sonnel is: J. W. G. Cofran, of the Hart 
ford, Eugene Cary, of the German 
American, Fred S. James, of the Na- 
tional of Hartford, R. J. Smith of the 
Traders, W. J. Littlejohn, of the North 
British & Mercantile, John S. Belden, 
of the London & Lancashire, M. O. 
Brown, of the Westchester, W. S. 
Warren, of the Liverpool & London & 
Globe, John H. Washburn, of the Home 
of New York, H. M. Magill, of the 
Phoenix of Hartford and John H. Law, 
of the Royal. But few realize the work 
and time required of these gentlemen. 
Ofttimes entire days are consumed in the 
committee rooms and night sessions are 
held. Their own business has to be 
neglected. It was doubtful whether all 
the old members would serve, but at this 
critical period experienced hands were 
required and sufficient influence was 
brought to bear to have them consent to 
continue. Messrs. Littlejohn & Belden 
were particularly reluctant to take hold 
again, but their friends used sufficient 
pressure to gain their compliance. Both 
gentlemen have been most faithful and 
valuable members, but they felt the 
labor should be divided. There are seven 
domestic and four foreign companies 
represented. It was thought that some 
of those whose time had expired would 
be succeeded by representatives from the 
non-union element that joined at Sara- 
toga but President Harbeck had a dif- 
ferent plan. M. O. Brown is the only 
member of that element and no better 
selection could have been made. His 
company does a large business in the 
West and Mr. Brown is considered one 
of the strongest and most level-headed 
men in his calling. During the events 
leading up to the Saratoga meeting his 
power was felt and he won many friends 
by his shrewd diplomacy and conserva- 
tism. R. J. Smith, ex-president of the 
Union, will be a tower of strength tothe 
committee.

Affairs in fowa are now receiving the 
attention of companies as the new code 
goes into effect there October 1, which 
will involve a new form of policy and 
new forms for proofs of loss.

W. Eustis of the Manchester, have been 
to Des Moines in conference with the 
state auditor. The lowa committee con-

More complaints 
come from Iowa as to rate cutting than 
from any other state. The anti-compact 
law leaves the state in a delicate condi- 
tion to handle. Sporadic outbreaks oc- 
cur from week to week and when seem- 
ingly they have been settled, they bob 
up again. Considerable of this trouble 
is due to the field men who are con- 
stantly goading the locals for more busi- 
ness. The special agents are suspicious 
of each other. This incessant prodding 
of the local agents has led them to make 
a drive for each other’s busiuess on var- 
ious pretexts. The assured soon saw 
the signs of the times and would tell his 
agent of an offered cut on his property. 
Instead of investigating the agent would 
promptly meet it and thus start a reg- 
ular auction.

This year thus far has been phenom- 
enal as to the small loss ratio companies 
show. There have been some disastrous 
fires, yet the general run of smaller ones 
has been light. Barn fires during the 
last two or three weeks have been fairly 
heavy. Tornado losses have been ex- 
ceedingly light all the season. 

+ 

In the large cities local agents are 
complaining of sharp reductions in in- 
surance on stocks. Wholesale men are 
shipping more goods to country mer- 
chants than they have for some time, 
and thus reduce their insurance in pro- 
portion. This means, however, that 
when the time comes for the purchase 
of spring goods the wholesale men will 
lay in a much greater supply than they’ 
have for the last three years. 

A very pretty custom that is growing 
in popularity comes with the annual 
meeting of the Fire Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation of the Northwest, and that is for 
the managers of Western departments 
to dine their field force and those most 
closely associated with the management. 
It increases the loyalty towards the com- 
pany and engenders a sentiment that is 
conducive of good. There is that jolly 
camaraderie around a festal board that 
can be found nowhere else. 

++ 

The Western department offices of the 
Royal are the most complete of their 
kind in Chicago. The arrangement is 
admirable and the dark finish is pleasing 
to the eye.

He explained that in 
accepting the policies from the New Jer- 
sey broker he was unaware that there 
was a resident agent’s law in Texas. He 
says, too, the fact that the Madgeburg 


has only five agents in Texas, and none | 
of those at points where the risks were | 
located, made him a little careless in ac- | 


cepting the business. He was unaware 
that the license had been revoked until 
he received a letter from one of his 
agents telling him that the morning paper 
contained the news and asking if it were 
true. The Texas law expressly stipu- 
lates the duty of the commissioner to be 
to examine the books at the head office 
and swear the officers in regard to the 
charge, and thus establish the guilt or 
innocence thoroughly before taking 
action. This was not done, the revoca- 
tion being as unexpected as thunder out 
of a clear sky. Mr. Deane, Southern 
general agent of the Madgeburg, is now 
on his way to Texas to adjust the mat- 
ter. Mr. Rasor wishes it distinctly un- 
derstood that his company is against 
overhead writing where the company has 
agents, and entirely so in states where 
there are resident agent’s laws. The 
moment the Texas department’s circular 
in regard to the law was received he 
directed the broker to return the poli- 
cies. Before he could secure them, how- 
ever, the department had taken action, 
at the instance, it is believed, of a man 
who was recently turned down for the 
Texas state agency. Mr. Rasor thinks 
that it is an injustice that his company 
should be singled out, and feels that his 
company is not to be blamed, consider- 
ing he did not know there was a resident 
agent law in Texas, and as he had no 
agents at the points where the property 
is located.

The «‘Country”’’ Local. 

We have frequently in the recent past 
received letters from local agents some- 
thing like the following, which was 
written by an agent in a good-sized 
country town: 

Do you understand that the agreement at 
Saratoga was tocut down and limit the num- 
ber of agents in small cities or not? The 
demoralization here comes from so many 
agents. In this city (9,000) we have 17 
men working fire insurance—(no brokers.) 
Every day the business grows more and 
more demoralized. I am not able to deter- 
mine what is the object of the Union on 
these grounds. Three agencies in this city 
might do a paying business and control 
rates. We could then afford to work ona 15 
per cent commission. 

It is evident that the local agents 
generally need a great deal of coaching 
to reach a proper understanding of the 
situation. The writer understands from 
what he has heard that the xwmder of 
agents is to be cut down and advocated 
about three for his town. This of course 
the Union .has never considered for a 
moment. It hopes that a reduction of 
commissions to straight fifteen per cent 
will starve out all but perhaps three 
agents, but this could only refer to agents 
who depend entirely on insurance for a 
living. There isno way of forcing out 
agents who are independent and have 
other means of support. The under- 
standing at Saratoga was that companies 
would be limited to one agent in each 
place, but there are now much more than 
enough companies to supply all de- 
mands, on a single agency basis. In all 
except the large places agents getting 
more than 15 per cent will lose the 
excess compensation, without any cor- 
responding advantage except in indi- 
vidual cases. At the same time they 
have no choice except to accept the 
issue ; they will be obliged to suffer their 
share of the general cutting down of ex- 
pense. Nothing much will be done 
until January Ist. 


Lima Troubles. 


Secretary Wood, of the local board at 
Lima, was in Chicago last week, with the 
complaint that J. B. Downing, Jr., agent 
of the Royal, Phoenix of Conn., and 
Lancashire, was out of the board and 
cutting rates.

NEW POLICY. 


“Guaranteed Dividend” Policy Just Issued 
by the Home Life. 


The Home Life is out with another 
new policy, called the ‘‘20-year Redemp- 
tion’’. The new feature is that the com- 
pany practically guarantees the divi- 
dends. Cash surrender values are guar- 
anteed at the end of every five year 
period, 30 days grace is allowed in the 
payment of premiums, the policy is in- 
contestable after two years and non-for- 
feitable after three, and has the re-in- 
statement clause. The premium on the 
policy at the age of 40 is $46.56 per 
thousand. The following options are 
aliowed at the end of a twenty year term 
on a $10,000 policy taken out at the age 
of 40. 


a) To continue this Policy as a Non-Parti- 
cipating Paid-up Life Policy for Ten Thou- 
sand Dollars and receive $4,650 in cash; or 

46) To continue this Policy as a Non-Parti- 
cipating Paid-up Life Policy for Ten Thou- 
sand Dollars and receive an Annuity of 
Four Hundred and Ffty-two ,;°, Dollars, dur- 
ing the continuance of his life; or 

c) To surrender this Policy and receive 
the entire Reserve according to the Com- 
bined Experience Table of Mortality, with 
four per cent interest, amounting to Ten 
Thousand Six Hundred and Fifty Dollars; or 

d) To surrender this Policy and receive a 
Paid-up Non-Participating Life Policy for 
Seventeen Thousand and Sixty Dollars, sub- 
ject to evidence of good health satisfactory 
to the company, for the amount of insurance 
in excess of the original sum; or 

é) To surrender this Policy and receive an 
Annuity of One Thousand and Thirty-five 
fe; Dollars during the continuance of his 
life.

A GOOD PANAGER. 


Mr. J.C. Campbell, of Columbus, State Agent 
of the John Hancock Mutual Life.— 
Kefuses the Mutual Benefit 
Ohio Agency. 


It is now pretty generally known that 
outside of Mr. L. D. Drewry, J. C. 
Campbell of Columbus, state agent for 
Ohio and West Virginia of the John 
Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, was the only man seriously con- 
sidered by the Mutual Benefit in con- 
nection with its state agency for Ohio, 
which appointment Mr. Drewry has 
finally received. When it is considered 
that the position was sought after to the 
extent that over one hundred and fifty 
formal applications were made in the 
three months it remained vacant, and 
that according to common rumor Mr. 
Campbell had the refusal of the place for 
two months of that time, the honor and 
appreciation bestowed on him by an en- 
tirely disinterested business competitor, 
looking naturally only to its own best 
interests, all must admit was of no small 
amount. 
fact that Mr. Drewry resigned the super- 
intendency of agencies at the home of- 
fice to take the post himself, only after 
Mr. Campbell had declined it, the high 
tributes to Mr. Campbell’s worth and 
ability as a life underwriter stand out 
with enviable prominence and make 
their subject worthy and entitled to the 
most favorab!e consideration. The re- 
muneration attendant on the Ohio 
agency of the Mutual Benefit has been 
variously estimated at from $30,000 to 
$40,000 a year, and the fact that any one 
would refuse so princely a compensation 
for personal reasons, opens up another 
and pleasant side to that person's nature.

EATON CONVICTED. 





Last Act of the see Wheeling Incendiary 
‘ase. 


William Eaton, who was convicted of 
incendiarism, the charge growing out of 
the fire in the Turner building on Main 
Street, Wheeling, W. Va., a few months 
since, has been sentenced to ten years 
imprisonment in the penitentiary, by 
Judge Hugus in the Criminal Court. 
Eaton received his sentence with an un- 
moved countenance, but those who sat 
near him in the court room, plainly de- 
tected a tremor of his hands and a sudden 
burst of perspiration to his forehead. 
When sentence had been pronounced, he 
sank into his chair, while his counsel 
asked for a stay of ninety days in which 
to prepare a record for an appeal toa 
higher court. Judge Hugus granted the 
stay and Eaton was conducted back to 
his cell. 

Eaton’s case, which was held in abey- 
ance, came up on the motion for a 
new trial that had been entered and 
argued to at the preceding term of court. 

Judge Hugus read a very lengthy opin- 
ion in which he said he thought the ver- 
dict was fully supported by the evidence 
in the case. 

The Judge then announced that the 
motion for a new trial would be over- 
ruled and that sentence would be pro- 
nounced. At this point Attorney S. O. 
Boyce asked that an exception to the 
action of the court be noted in the record, 
and that a stay of execution of ninety 
days be allowed in which to appeal from 
the finding. This was granted and Judge 
Hugus ordered the prisoner to stand and 
receive sentence. 

Eaton arose and listened closely while 
the court announced that the firing of the 
building to secure the few thousand dol- 
lars of insurance that the prisoner had 
in view was one of the worst crimes 
against the community that could be 
imagined. No palliation whatever was 
offered by any circumstance of the case. 
Judge Hugus said the prisoner may have 
been a tool, but there was no doubt of 
his guilt. , In view of the facts the court 
would impose a sentence of ten years 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. This 
is the case about which the OH10 UNDER- 
WRITER has had so much to say in recent 
issues, and which was brought to a suc- 
cessful ending largely through the efforts 
of A. N. Evans, of Columbus, special 
agent of the Rhode Island Underwriters.

One of the kindliest, 
most generous and thoroughly manly 
men that ever lived, Mr. Myers, up to his 
death, even though he practically retired 
from insurance nearly a year since on 
account of bad health, was a power in 
the Michigan field, and highly thought 
of by all of his confreres. His death 
caused many a sorrowful heart. 


The Firemans Fund has filed its an- 
swer in the suit in which it refused to 
pay its $2,500 policy on the Drach sa- 
loon, which was wrecked by an explo- 
sion. The company claims the specific 
understanding in the policy was that no 
explosive materials were to be kept on 
the premises, except that a gasoline stove 
permit was afterwards issued, with the 
proviso that fire doors were to be put up 
between the cellar proper and the space 
dug for the stove under the sidewalk. 
These doors were never erected. It also 
claims that the explosion was caused by 
Drach’s allowing an open bucket of gas- 
oline to evaporate in the cellar, till it 
took fire and exploded. 





Enquirer’s Insurance Department. 


Here is a specimen of the work of our 
insurance friend on the Cincinnati /»- 
guirer, inserted under the heading of 
“Facts and Fancies.’’ If asked, we 
should say it was mostly fancies. The 
Evnguirer is trying to run a little insur- 
ance news now and then, and the breaks 
frequently made are simply ridiculous. 


Fire insurance circles have been engrossed 
with all kinds of rumors in connection with 
the commissions to be paid by the companies 
of the Western Union. When the contest 
was pretty hot between the union and non- 
union companies it is well known that they 
were all cut to pieces, and no regulation per- 
centage existed. Since the consolidation, 
however, these said rumors have been very 
freely distributed. But every one traced to 
any authority developed into pure fiction. 
It is a settled fact that, beginning with the 
Ist of January, the Western Union will re- 
store the reigning commission that existed 
in old times—15 per cent for nonpreferred 
policies and 25 per cent for preferred ; in 
other words, 15 per cent for risks not con- 
sidered very good and 25 per cent for first- 
class ones. There was some talk of an ex- 
ception being made to what is known as ex- 
cepted cities, they being the very large ones: 
but this is idle chatter, as one familiar with 
the workings of the Governing Committee 
has said that the commissions as herewith 
given will exist over the entire country. Of 
course, there will be stories of threatened 
retirement of well known agents, but there 
will be very little in any such stories.

business and preferred localities, cutting | 
down expenses generally and then giving 
the assured the benefit of the reforms by 
an equitable reduction in the general 
rates. According to Mr. Irvin, the 
special agent is one of the most import- 
ant employes of the company, and should | 
be kept thoroughly in touch with the | 
home management when on the field | 
and never sent out until he had had a 
thorough training, both technical and in | 
the line of common sense. 
After Mr. Irvin John A. Garver, Jr., | 
a prominent local agent of Des Moines, 
Iowa, was introduced, and read a bright 
paper upon the subject “The Future of 
Fire Insurance Business from a Local 
Agent’s Standpoint.”” His paper had 
the additional merit of being brief and 
to the point. Among other reforms, 
he advocated a graded commission 
system of ten, fifteen, twenty and 
twenty-five per cent, according to cias- 
sification. Mr. Garver’s idea in regard 


to the commission question was evi- | 


dently at variance with the opinion of a 
number of the members present, espe- 
cially those belonging to the Union. 
R. J. Smith of the Traders was asked to 
discuss the paper, to which request he 
responded with a pointed and logical 
presentation of the arguments for a flat 
fifteen per cent commission. 

Following Mr. Smith came John E. 
Davis, of Racine, Wis., state agent for 
the Aitna. His subject was ‘“ The Force 
of Circumstances.’ His paper was good, 
of reasonable length and straight to the 
point. He made an eloquent plea for 
good faith and good practices, and 
claimed that the violation of these had 
rendered compacts absolutely necessary. 
When he touched the valued-policy laws 
he struck right from the shoulder and 
delivered himself with telling effect. 

“Insurance From a Business Man's 
Standpoint ’’ was the next paper on the 
program. It was read by Harlow N. 
Higginbotham. He spoke vigorously 
and effectively against excessive taxa- 
tion and hostile legislation against com- | 
panies, and pointed out, in a way that | 
was entirely convincing to those present, 
that the average legislature only places 
additional burdens on the citizens of its 
own state when it indulges in unwise | 
legislation against insurance interests. | 

Following Mr. Higginbotham came 
W. L. B. Jenney on “ The Best Fire- | 
proof Construction for Buildings Occu. 
pied for Mercantile Purposes.” The | 
paper abounded in both common sense | 
and technical points, which were fully 
appreciated by the audience- 

The next two papers were by F. H. 
Whitney of Detroit, Mich., secretary of 





the Michigan Fire and Marine Insurance | 


Company, entitled ‘Loyalty and Co- 
operation,’ and Walter H. Cobban, of 
Minneapolis, special agent of the Man- 
chester, his paper being entitled ‘“Hos- 
tility of the Public Towards Fire In- 
surance Companies; what have we done 
to cause it; what can we do to remove 
it?” Both of these papers fully sustained 
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the reputations which their authors had 
hitherto established as public writers 
and speakers, and the only point to be 
regretted is that space does not permit a 
fuller review of them as well as those 
which preceded them.

Sir :—Having examined the Aetna Insur- 
ance Company of Hartford, Conn., with a 
view to ascertaining whether its premium 
receipts in the State of Ohio have been cor- 
rectly returned, we beg leave to report as 
follows: 

We return herewith the affidavit of H. H. 
Klayer and beg leave toreport thatin so far 
as such affidavit may set forth that said Com- 
pany, in its General Agency at Cincinnati, 
is keeping two sets of books for the purpose 
of making incorrect returns of its premium 
receipts in order to avoid the payment of 
taxes ; or in so far as said affidavit may set 
forth that said company has not, in its an- 
nual statements, stated correctly the amount 
of its premiums received in the State of Ohio, 
as shown by its books, the allegations of 
said affidavit are not sustained by our in- 
vestigation. 

In the course of the investigation we have 
had in our possession and have examined to 
our entire satisfaction the full agency port- 
folios, agency journals, tax statement books, 
sub-agency registers or portfolios for Ohio, 
sub-agency abstract books, marine portfolios 
ending in 1893, and the reports of marine 
business made subsequent tol893. We believe 
they are correctly kept and that they contain 
a correct showing of the business written by 
the agents, and that the books which we have 
examined are the only books kept, that 
directly relate to the matter of the amount 
of premiums written in Ohio by said com- 
pany. Inorder to avoid the possibility of 
any deception being practiced upon us by any 
concealment of books which the employes of 
said company might have been disposed to 
make, we have required the General Agents 
of the company at Cincinnati, Messrs. N. E. 
Keeler and Thomas E Gallagher, and the 
book-keeper, Mr. Edward J. Parker, to make 
affidavits, which are herewith submitted and 
made a part hereof. 

We may reiterate that we have examined 
the agency journals and sub-agency and 
marine and inland accounts in the General 
Agency at Cincinnati until we are satisfied 
on our own part that the intigrity thereof 
cannot be called in question, and if we under- 
stand correctly, the agency journals are the 
books which H. H. Klayer refers to in his 
affidavit as being correct. The result of our 
examination of these books is hereinafter set 
forth, marked Exhibit A. 

Your undersigned examiner, W. R. Fogg, 
has examined the books of the agency of the 
company located at Cleveland Ohio, finding 
the premiums collected at such agency as 
hereinafter set forth, marked Exhibit A. 

We have found, however, that said com- 
pany failed to report the amount of its marine 
and inland premiums received in Hamilton 
County, Ohio, to the Auditor of such county 
for taxation for a number of years, as re- 
quired by section 2745 of the revised Statutes, 
except that in the year 1894 said company 
returned for taxation in Hamilton County 
$7,880, and in 1895 $900 of marine and inland 
premiums, This omission was discovered by 
the Auditor, and an effort on his part to se- 
cure the payment of the taxes thereon, re- 
sulted in a compromise between the Auditor 
and the Attorney of the company, by which 
the company agreed to pay $2,150 of addi- 
tional tax, which amount the Auditor distri- 
buted on the tax duplicates by adding $13,000 
of premiums to the returns theretofore made 
for each of the years 1891, 1892, 1893, 1894, 


| 1895, 1896 
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A large part of these amounts, 
however, have been included in the state- 
ments of premiums received made to the 
superintendent of insurance for the said 
years, and such part thereof as was returned 
to him had been by him taxed 2" per cent, 
so that such part so returned to him has been 
taxed twice, viz.: 2'4 per cent by the super- 
intendent and also by Hamilton County at 
its local rates for the several years. The 
settlement of this matter was made during 
the illnes of the General Agent by Charles 
H. Stephens, the attorney for the company, 
whose affidavit in regard thereto is herewith 
submitted and made a part hereof. 

The general result of our investigation 
establishes that, saving and excepting im- 
material discrepancies, the annual state- 
ments from 1886 to 1896 inclusive made to the 
superintendent of insurance of the amount 
of premiums received by the company in 
Ohio is correct. 

We are assured by Book-keeper E. J. Par- 
ker and Assistant General Agent N. E. Kee- 
ler, both of whom were for many years as- 
sociated with the late general agent at 


Cincinnati, that the late general agent at- 


tended to all matters pertaining to taxation 
in Hamilton county in person, and they also 
assure us that no other person connected with 
said company had any knowledge of the dis- 
position of such matters made by the late 
general agent. We have been unable to find

officer or employe of the home office at Hart- 
ford, isin any way responsible for the fail- 
ure to make the returns of marine and in- 
land premiums to the auditor of Hamilton 
county. The fact that the company has been 
compelled to pay $2,150 of taxes which it 
would not have had to pay had the marine 
and inland premiums been returned to Ham- 
ilton county by its general agent, as re- 
quired by law, seems to usa sufficient pun- 
ishment for its omission to make the re- 
turns. 

Evidently the purpose of the Legislature 
in amending Section 2745, so as to provide 
for the collection of the balance over and 
above the amounts paid by companies to 
county treasurers necessary to make the 
amount of tax equal to 2% per cent on the 
premiums, was to compel companies to pay 
the requisite amount of tax to the superin- 
tendent of insurance in case they made no 
returns or false returns to the auditors of 
the respective counties in which they did 
business. Taking this view of the reason 
for the amendment, it seems very doubtful 
whether it isthe intention of the amendment 
that the license of a company shall be re- 
voked because an agent in some county has 
made a false statement, or failed to make 
any return, of his premium receipts. It 
seems to be a more reasonable construction 
of the amendment that it is a false statement 
of the amount of gross premium receipts as 
contained in the annual statement made to 
the superintendent of insurance that the | 
Legislature intended to punish by a revo- | 
cation of a company’s license. The revoca- | 
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ute may be construed by the court, and the 
legality of such revocation judicially deter- 
mined before the damage is done.
